To  the  School  Board  of  Brentwood: 

1  herewith  present  my  first  annual  report  as  superintend- 
ent of  schools : 

As  you  know,  the  school  years  runs  from  June  30,  to 
July  1,  and  this  report  covers  the  school  year  1938-39.  Com- 
ing on  to  the  job  in  August  1939,  there  is  very  little  for  me 
to  say  about  the  school  year  1938-39,  other  than  to  present 
the  various  financial  and  statistical  figures  of  that  year. 

1  do  want  to  say  however,  that  since  August,  I  have  been 
familiarizing  myself  with  your  schools,  and  I  believe  you 
are  fortunate  in  having  splendid  teachers  in  your  four 
schools.  The  atmosphere  in  all  four  schools  is  healthy  and 
happy,  and  it  is  in  such  an  atmosphere  that  education 
flourishes  best.

I  would  like  to  point  out  that  there  are  four  valid  reasons 
for  the  people  of  Brentwood  to  do  some  serious  thinking 
about  the  school  population  and  the  possibilities  of  eliminat- 
ing one  or  more  of  the  present  schools. 
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1.  The  first  reason  is  that,  as  Mr.  Bowley  told  you  last 
\  ear,  it's  prblematical  as  to  how  long  the  State  will  continue 
to  aid  the  schools  at  North  Road  and  Marshall's  corner, 
with  9  pupils  at  one  and  12  at  the  other.  The  loss  of  this 
support  would  be  a  serious  one. 

2.  One  of  the  most  important  things  in  education  is  the 
socializing  and  personality  development  of  each  pupil.  This 
process  goes  on  much  better  with  the  large  group. 

3.  The  centralization  of  pupils  tends  to  develop  a  whole 
community  consciousness,  and  eliminate  the  petty  feuds  and 
rivalries  of  sections  of  a  community. 

4.  It  is  a  fact  that  a  teacher  can  do  much  better  teach- 
ing four  grades  than  she  can  teaching  eight  grades. 

5.  Over  a  period  of  time,  it  is  much  more  economical  to 
operate  one  large  building  than  maintain,  insure  and  heat 
several  small  buildings,  scattered  around  the  town. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Board  and  Teachers 
for  their  help  to  me  in  getting  acquainted  with  the  problems 
of  the  district,  and  the  friendly  spirit  of  cooperation  which 
has  made  my  work  with  them  so  far,  a  real  pleasure.
